3 aya THERE comes to you a situation in 

<4 which your understanding and faith 
are put to a test, meet the challenge. 
If you have been living in the con- 
sciousness that external things cannot affect 
your happiness, if you have been declaring that 
adverse beliefs have no power over you, then 
prove that you can withstand all adverse claims. 
The principles of Truth that you have studied 
are not to be restricted in application to times of 
optimism, perfect health, and prosperity. When 
a testing time comes, then is the time to test 
your understanding and your faith. 





The science of mathematics is not to be used 
or enjoyed when we have nothing to compute. 
We need to use our understanding of mathe- 
matics when we have a problem in hand! Our 
understanding of higher Truth—the under- 
standing that the power of God in us is mightier 
than the false claims of so-called external 
powers—is to be utilized in times of necessity. 
The experiences that come to us are but chai- 
lenges to our faith. 


If you have been living in the understanding 
that other persons cannot affect your happiness 
and then, suddenly, comes to you the disturbing 
thought that they can do so, you have a situation 
in mind to meet. Remember that this or that 
person does not enter into the circumstance; you 
are dealing entirely with your own reactions. 
You are dealing with thoughts representative 
of persons. 
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In any personal situation, you should never 
become angry with others or attempt to dis- 


cipline or mistreat them. Your only duty is to ° 


handle your own thought. If you believe that 
others can harm you, then they will appear to 
do so. If you know the fact that they cannot, 
then they cannot. Through the power of Truth 
you thus withstand the claim of personal con- 
sciousness. 


If you have been affirming the Christ Truth 
that fear has no power over you, then when the 
thought of fear comes to your consciousness you 
must witness the Christ Truth surely and com- 
pletely annihilate the thought of fear. If you 
allow the thought of fear to make you afraid, 
you cannot witness your salvation. If you waver 
in faith, you will but give the strength of your 
thought to fear—and help to feed it. 


If you have been establishing yourself in the 
consciousness that you are a child of God, then 
if the thought that you are a thing of weakness, 
disease, or imperfection comes to you, you must 
see that this thought is destroyed. If you are 
a child of God, you are His child once and for- 
ever. You are a child of God as truly when the 
false belief in disease comes to you as you are 
when the reality is in mind. 


If you have been living in the realization 
that your heavenly Father—God in the midst of 
you—supplies your every need, then you must 
be loyal to this realization when the propaganda 
of lack, panic, and failure is in the air. Your

heavenly Father will supply your needs when 
you are in need. 


When you let one little thought of doubt 
enter your mind it becomes an entering wedge 
for other doubts. The philosophy of evil that 
men have originated and believed, the philos- 
ophy of the presence and power of adversity, 
begins to thrive in your consciousness if you do 
not meet its challenge. When doubt enters in, 
your feet become enmeshed in the old web of 
false human thought. If you begin to try to 
reason things out according to man’s philosophy 
of evil, you weaken your grasp upon the philos- 
ophy of God, the science of Truth. 


When doubt and fear enter your mind, they 
bring with them all their relatives—inharmony, 
hate, disease, sorrow, failure. Your strength 
and protection lie in positive thinking—in 
thinking thoughts of good, peace, joy, love, 
health, and plenty. Remember that you are to 
think these not because they are pleasant 
thoughts, but because they are Truth. If you 
can keep the idea of Truth uppermost in your 
mind, you can more easily resist the claim of ad- 
verse beliefs. 


Withstand the challenge that comes to you, 
seize the opportunity to prove Truth, by stand- 
ing firm in the realization that God is all in all. 
If you can grasp the omnipotence of peace, love, 
life, joy, and plenty—the omnipotence of God, 
you will no longer believe in the power of ad- 
verse beliefs. 











MAN, THE SUN OF GOD 


OD, in the midst of man, is man’s light, 
be her, joy, and inspiration. Without man, 
poh God would not shine forth; man gives 
=" God a vehicle for expression. Without 
God, man would lack the inner light; God gives 
man his radiance. 

A Christian may claim to be a son of God, 
but until he gains a true understanding of his 
divine “sunship” he may be darkened in his 
thought, in countenance, and in body. When he 
is no longer dual-minded, no longer seeing both 
good and evil, his consciousness of light mani- 
fests in his body so that it is full of light. The 
aura of light seen about the person of a holy 
man but proclaims his inner consciousness of 
light, his divine sunship. 

God shines in our heart with His radiant 
glory, even as upon the face of Jesus Christ, 
when in our heart we sense His presence and 
behold His light. As we develop and advance 
in our spiritual understanding, we shall come 
into a clearer understanding of our divine sun- 
ship, God’s presence, the inner light. The inner 
radiance will be the badge of our advancement. 
To the extent that we shine with it, we shall 
glorify God. 

As sons of heaven, suns of God, we are His 
children of light. There can be no darkness in 
us—no belief in ignorance, hate, fear, disease, 
or lack, when we shine with His presence and 
light. His presence is the presence of peace, 
love, joy, and radiant substance. Somehow we 
never think of the individual with black

thoughts, a darkened countenance, a presence of 
gloom, as having found the light of His indwell- 
ing Spirit. We might even at times think of 
him as a child of darkness, but, in the sight of 
God, he is a child of light. 


Man is the sun of God and through him God 
projects and radiates the warmth, brightness, 
and glory of His love. Just as heat and light 
come from the celestial sun because of the in- 
tense heat and power at its center, so warmth 
and light emanate from spiritual man because 
of the power of the Spirit of God at his heart. 


Do things of the external world at times dis- 
tract your attention from the divine presence of 
light within you? Does the world about you 
seem to be brighter than the Spirit of God with- 
in you? Do you often think of yourself as other 
than the son of God, the sun of His glory? You 
need to think less of external things and more 
of your divine sunship, the presence of God’s 
light within you. 

The light of God within you is your illumina- 
tion, wisdom, inspiration, and your source of 
revelation. You cannot be ignorant or in the 
dark when you realize this fact. You cannot 
lack light to guide, direct, and govern you when 
you are conscious of the presence of God within 
and about you. His light is the light of your 
understanding. 


Does not the word “sunship” explain to you a 
little clearer just what you enjoy as a son of 
God? We can define our newly coined word, 
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sunship, as that state of man’s being in which 
he appreciates the presence of God’s light with- 
in him. He may think of himself as a son of 
God and still not feel the radiance of God’s 
presence. When he realizes that he is the sun of 
God, he feels that deep down within him God is 
— forth His warmth and rays of light and 
ove. 

As the sun of God you must be optimistic. 
The sunshine of His presence must reveal itself 
upon your countenance. Your smile will be the 
outlet of God’s sunshine. You will shine with 
His glory upon your countenance. The light of 
heaven will break forth upon your face, and 
those about you will see it mirrored on your 
countenance. Then can you know that truly the 
Lord has made His face to shine upon you, has 
lifted up His countenance upon you, and given 
you peace. 

God’s light will be reflected all over the 
world and to the ends of the earth when His 
light is reflected from the hearts and faces of 
His children. Darkened faces will be no more. 
His light in men will be the sun that rises with 
healing in its wings.

Personal plans are thwarted. Little love affairs 
do not turn out as expected. Business plans 
meet defeat. We can see that personal plans 
often terminate in disappointment. The per- 
son inclined to be downhearted must free him- 
self from all tendency to be disappointed if per- 
sonal plans go awry. We can see that to be 
uphearted we must not be harmed by defeat or 
the belief in failure. If our efforts are not 
rewarded as we think they should be, then our 
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efforts have to be renewed and reinforced by pe

Adverse thinking—believing in the so-called tr:

Many a person starts the day with a song W 
in his heart only to be cast down early in the to 
day by an unloving word or glance. If man m 
did not have the inner assurance of being might- W 
ier than a word, what would there be to him? 

If he would give to other persons the right to de 
take his joy from him just by their speaking pe 
one word, truly he would give them magical Fi 
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power. Were some one to say to him, “I can 
speak one word to you and cause you to be 
transformed into a creature of unhappiness for 
twenty-four hours,” he would absolutely refuse 
to be so influenced. This very transformation, 
however, happens again and again. 


“His heart was lifted up in the ways of Je- 
hovah.” The individual who can feel that his 
thought and his life are detached from the per- 
sons and things about him need not fear be- 
coming downhearted. He need not fear that 
what another says or does will destroy his hap- 
piness. He has the inner assurance that things 
of the outer world cannot take from him the 
presence of God within his breast, nor his con- 
sciousness of this presence. 


Does this message, by any chance, find you 
disheartened or discouraged? Have you been 
thinking that others have the power to make 
you downhearted? Have you thought that you 
would be happier if others would not do this 
or that? Have you believed that physical things 
can keep you from enjoying the joy of heaven? 
Then, to you, this message is especially sent. 
We ask you to change your thought, to cease 
to think of the power of external things, and to 
meditate upon the presence of God within you. 
We ask you to reéstimate the things of life. 

Resolve today to be uphearted the whole 
day long, being firm in your conviction that 
persons and things have no power over you. 
Find within yourself the wellspring of joy.

Those who believe that there is some presence 
and power other than God have their faith 
weakened and divided. 

The doubter shows considerable faith in 
evil. He doubts Christian principles because 
he believes that evil has presence and power. 
His faith in God can be increased only to the 
extent that he is willing to cease believing in 
something as a possible rival or competitor to 
God. 

The Christian who doubts God’s all-power 
is an anomaly. Believed to think only of one 
God, he in his heart of hearts believes in gods 
many. In testing times he is uncertain of the 
power of God, which in happier seasons he has 
generously proclaimed. He doubts the omnip- 
otence of God because he thinks that in some 
way or other there are other gods to consider. 


Yet am I with you in the spirit, joying and be- 
holding your order, and the stedfastness of your 


faith in Christ.—Co/. 2:5. 
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In the consciousness of Christ within 
me, I am liberated from every belief in 
bondage. I am free! 


Yas <4 UR FREEDOM is assured when we 
cast from mind those race beliefs 
» we 4 which hold us in bondage. How sur- 
prising it is that for so long a time 
we have chained ourselves by adverse beliefs! 
It would seem sometimes that man, while de- 
siring freedom, is at the same time most busily 
engaged in thinking thoughts that enslave him 
to adverse conditions. 

Freedom can come to us in only one way: 
through the consciousness or realization of free- 
dom. Those who think that they are bound or 
limited by external conditions often try to es- 
cape the sight of those external things which 
seem to affect them in order to be happy.

The impatient person tries to cause God’s 
work to be done a little faster.

The best remedy for impatience is trust.

Cease to think of 
your body as material and physical, as limited 
by material and physical laws. Think of it as 
it exists in Truth. 


The consciousness of the presence of God, 
and of unity with Him, raised Jesus from be- 
lief in mortality.

Those who be- 
lieve that their bodies are material, physical, 
and mortal must allow them to be raised, also, 
through the understanding that the same power 
that raised Jesus is at work raising them.

ERE IS but one law in Truth, the 
law of good. When we come into an 
understanding of Truth, we cease to 
believe in the reality of many laws, or 
in laws that are in opposition to divine law. 
We know that the one law of good is the law 
of heaven and that, if we place ourselves under 
God’s government, we are under His law. 

The principle of Truth knows no opposite. 
We cannot conceive of a principle of falsehood, | 
a principle of negation. Not only is the word 
“principle” almost synonymous with the word 
“law,” but principle is also closely related to 
Truth or righteousness. When we speak of 
the principle of a thing or deed, we refer to 
uprightness, justice, and honor. 

The race man believes in many adverse laws 
and thinks of himself as under bondage to them. 
Eventually he finds that laws of adversity, dis- 
ease, and failure lack the nature of true law 
in that they are inconstant. The law of God, 
is powerful to establish itself in place of the 
laws of adversity.

The Christ mind is the ideal mind. When 
man reaches that perfection in which his 
thoughts are perfectly attuned to Truth, then 
he may be said to function in the Christ mind. 
Even as Christ to us is the ideal man, so is His 
consciousness the ideal consciousness. He be- 
comes the perfect pattern for our own life, and 
His mind is the ideal to which we aspire in our 
thinking. 

Thoughts of light, peace, joy, love, life, and 
success emanate from Christ. We enter the 
Christ consciousness through these thoughts. 
We enter into that high realization in which we 
find ourselves free from thoughts of ignorance, 
hate, fear, disease, poverty, and death.
